SUMMARY OF BILL: Urges the Department of Environment and Conservation
(TDEC), in consultation with the Municipal Technical Advisory Service (MTAS) and the
County Technical Advisory Service (CTAS), to study local government regulations that have
been adopted in Tennessee related to the siting of wind energy facilities in their jurisdictions.
Requires TDEC to submit a written summary to the Agriculture and Natural Resources
Committee of the House of Representatives and the Energy, Agriculture and Natural Resources
Committee of the Senate within 60 days of such study.

Assumptions:
e The proposed legislation urges TDEC, in consultation with MTAS and CTAS, to
conduct a study of local government regulations related to siting wind energy facilities.

e TDEC, MTAS, and CTAS can conduct the study and report to the General Assembly
within their existing resources without increased appropriations or reduced reversions.
